Church, ſignifying that ſuch perſons were, by the authority of the viſitors, 
| baniſhed the Univerſity, and deſired to depart the precincts thereof within 
three days, upon pain of being taken for ſpies of war, and proceeded 
_ againſt as ſuch, Mr. Alleſtree, among many others, was accordingly 
_ expelled the Univerſity. He now retired into Shropſhire, and was en- 
tertained as Chaplain to the Hon. Francis Newport; and upon the 
death of Lord Newport, that gentleman's father, in F rance, whither he 
had fled to avoid the violence of the prevailing party, was ſent over to 
France, to take care of that Nobleman's effects. Having diſpatched 
this buſineſs with ſacceſs, he returned to his employment, in which he 

continued, till the defeat of Charles the Second at Worceſter. At this 

time the Royaliſts wanting an intelligent and faithful perſon to ſend over to 
Charles, Mr. Alleſtree was ſolicited to undertake the journey, which he 
accordingly did; and having attended him at Roan, and received his 
© diſpatches, returned to England. In 165 9, he again went over to Charles oy 
in Flanders; but upon his return was ſeized at Dover by a party of 
ſoldiers. He had the addreſs however to ſecure his letters, by conveying _ 
them to a faithful hand. The ſoldiers guarded him to London, where 
he was examined by a Committee of the Council of Safety ; and ſent 
priſoner to Lambeth Houſe, where he contracted a dangerous ſickneſs, 
After ſix or eight weeks confinement, he was ſet at liberty ; and this 
enlargement was perhaps owing to the. proſpect of an approaching Re- 
volution; for ſome of the heads of the Republican party, ſeeing a ten- 
dency towards the reſtoration of Charles, were willing by kindneſſes to 
recommend themſelves to the Royal party, in caſe things ſhould take 
tchat turn. After he was ſet at liberty, in his return from Shropſhire, . 
8 deſigning to viſit his pious and learned friend Dr. Hammond, at Weſt- 
1 wood, near Worceſter; he had the fad mortification to. meet at the - 


kate, 7 
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oate, the body of chat oreat man, carrying to his burial. This de- 
ſerves to be mentioned, becauſe that eminent divine left Mr. Alleſtree 
his valuable library of books, as a teſtimony of his eſteem and affe tion. 
Dr. Hammond died April 25, 1660. Soon after the reſtoration Mr. 
Alleſtree was made a Canon of Chriſt Church; at the ſame time he 
undertook one of the Lectureſhips of the city of Oxford, but never 
received any part of the ſalary, for he ordered it to be diſtributed 
among the poor, In October 1660, he took the Degree of Doctor of 
Divinity, and was appointed one of the King's Chaplains in Ordinary, 
and ſoon after Regius Profeſſor of Divinity. In 1665, he was made Pro- 
voſt of Eton College, after Mr. Boyle had refuſed it, and it had been 
refuſed to Mr. Waller, the Poet. In 1679, finding his health and toht 
much impaired, he reſigned his Profeſſorſnip of Divinity to Dr. Jane. 
And now the decay of his conſtitution terminating in a dropſy, he removed 
to London, to have the advice of Phyſicians; but medicines proving

of the Univerſity. During King Edward the Sixth's reign, he was one 


of the moſt illuſtrious promoters = the reformation ; and upon the depri- 
vation of Gardiner, ſucceeded to the Maſterſhip of Trinity-Hall. He 
was Vice-Chancellor of the Univerſity 1 in 1549. September, 1552, through 5 
the earneſt recommendation of the Court, though unqualified by the 
Statutes, he was choſen Preſident of Magdalen College, in Oxford; but 5 
in October, 1553, upon the acceſſion of Queen Mary, he quitted the 

: Preſident's office, through fear of expullion or proſecution by Gardiner, 
at his Viſitation of the ſaid College. On the acceſſion of Queen Elizabeth, 
he was ordered by the Privy Council to repair to her Majeſty at Hatfield, 3 
in Hertfordſhire, and was conſtituted by her one of the Maſters of the 


Court of Requeſts, | Archbiſhop Parker alſo made him Judge of his 


Prerogative Court. He was one of her Majeſty's Commiſſioners, as ap- 
Pears by his ſpeech, at the Royal Viſitation to Cambridge. In 1556, 
he was one of the three agents ſent to Bruges, to reſtore Commerce be- 
tween England and the Netherlands, upon ancient terms.

Sir William Cecil, being highly pleaſed with what Aſcham had ſaid, enter- 
ed more largely upon the ſubject.

an averſion to learning; which he faid ſhould make him more careful of his 
_ grandſon, Robert Sackville; On this account, he propoſed to Mr. Aſcham 
that he ſhould fix upon a good Schoolmaſter, and fend his ſon Giles to be

By ſucceſsfully wining th character, however, Dr. Battie is ſaid to 
: have once ſaved a young patient's life, He was ſent for to a Gentleman, 5 
who was alive in 1782, but then only 14 or 15, who was in extreme 
miſery from a ſwelling in his throat; when the Doctor underſtood what 
the complaint was, he opened the curtains, turned his wig, and acted Punch 
with ſo much humour and ſucceſs, that the young man, thrown. almoſt 
i into convulſions from laughing, was ſo agitated, as to occaſion the tumour 
to break, and a complete cure was the inſtantaneous conſequence. In 
95 1751, he publiſned e principiis animalibus, Exercitationes in Coll. 
M8 Reg. Medicorum, Lond.” in three parts, which were followed next year 2 
by a fourth, In 1757, being then Phyſician to St. I uke's Hoſpital, and 
0 Superintendant, or rather Maſter of a private Mad- houſe, near Wood's 
Cloſe, in the road to Iſlington, he publiſhed i in quarto, «A Treatiſe on 
Madneſs; in which, after having thrown out ſome cenſures on the medical 
practice formerly uſed in Bethlem Hoſpital, he was anſwered, and ſeverely 5 
8 animadverted upon by Dr. John Munro, in a pamphlet, called, Remarks . 
on Dr. Battie's Treatiſe on Madneſs,“ publiſhed the next year. This 
95 reply contained a defence of the Author's father, Who had been lightly 25 
85 mentioned in Dr. Battie' s Treatiſe. In 1762, he publiſhed « Aphoriſmi 
e de cognoſcendis, et curandis morbis nonnullis ad principia animalia ac 
ce commodati; on which there are ſome Strictures in the Gentlemars 
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Magazine for 1763, p. 20. In February, 1763, he was examined before 
a Committee of the Houſe of Commons, on the ſtate of the private Mad- 
| houſes in this kingdom, and received in their printed Report a teſtimony 

very honourable to his abilities. In April, 1764, he reſigned the office of 
Phyſician to St. Luke's Hoſpital. In 1767, when the diſputes ran very 


high between the College of Phyſicians and Licentiates, Dr. Battie wrote 


ſeveral Letters in the public papers, in vindication of the College. In 
1776, he was ſeized with a paralytic ſtroke, which carried him to the grave E :
